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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: . The applicant submitted that Oleynik does not 
teach "broadcast stream". The examiner responds that the preceding limitation is read on by the signal transmited from the transmitter 300 
to receiver 200 (see fig. 4). The applicant submitted that Oleynik does not teach "monitoring utilization of forward link air interface 
resources". The examiner responds that it has been known that the ratio of instantaneous signal power to the minimum instantaneous 
acceptable signal power reflects the usage/utilization of the system resource. The more users using the resource, the higher the minimum 
instantaneous acceptable signal power and therefore the smaller the ratio of the instantaneous signal power to the minimum 
instantaneous acceptable signal power. Thus, calculating the ratio of instantaneous signal power to the minimum instantaneous 
acceptable signal power reads on "monitoring... resources". The applicant submitted that Oleynik does not teach adjusting an allocation of 
resources to the broadcast stream. The examiner responds that to increase power, more resource is used and vice versa so adjusting the 
power output reads on adjusting the resource allocated to the broadcast stream. And it also reads on scaling the quality of the stream 
since the signal power is a parameter of the signal quality. 
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
